Trees For Local Orchui-ds. 


A series of 
scientific tests has 


Su.own that many of the varieties of 
apples are entirely self-sterile; that 
is, they cannot set fruit at all unless 
the blossoms are pollinated -from an- 
other variety. 
Further tests have 


shown that the wind cannot be relied 
on for carrying the pollen to any con- 
siderable extent; but that the work 
must be done by bees and other in- 
sects. Some of the self-sterile varie- 
ties are Bellflower, Ewalt, Fallawa- 
ter,

Other varieties are perfect in flow- 


er and amply able to pollinate them- 
selves, such as Baldwin, Grimes, Old- 
enburg, Shiawassee, White Pippin, 
ets. 
Still others are partially self- 


lertile, such as Ben Davis, Mann, 
Rambo, Stark, Yellow Transparent, 
etc. 


It is also true, however, even of 


the self-fertilizers, that ( i oss polli- 
nation results in the selling ot more 
fruit and that the fruit shows a dis- 
tinct gain in every way from ample 
cross-pollination. 


The blooaiing period of each va- 


riety differs with local conditions; 
and it is proposed to make a careful 
study of this matter with a view to 
planting orchards in such a way in 
the future as to secure the full bene- 
fit of cross-pollination. A committee 
of the new Fruit Shippers' Associa- 
tion has been appointed to work out 
this problem. 


Bulletin No. 299 of the Geneva Ex- 


periment Station (New York) gives 
the blooming periods of fruit there, 
averaged for a number of years, and 
indicates the varieties which ought to 
be planted together to make sure of 
cross-pollination. 


The following is a series of groups 


of apples which blossom in New York 
State during the same period, and 
would therefore be proper to plant in 
the same orchard to provide cross- 
fertilization. 
Only those 
varieties 


which are recommended for our sec- 
tion or which are already extensively 
planted are given in these groups.

The foregoing groups are just one 


day apart each; and, of course, it 
would be all right to select from 
groups so close to each other; but it 
would be bad planning to plant for 
cross-pollination apples from the first 
and last group in the same orchard. 
In a favorable year the period of pol- 
lination is something over a week; in 
an unfavorable year it may be much 
less than a week. In the latter case 
apples of the first group would not 
fertilize those of the last. 
As the 


period of active pollination may be 
cut down to three days, it becomes 
important to provide the 
orchard 


with apples from varieties grouped 
pretty close in the period of blossom- 
ing; and the closer the groups the 
better, since wet and cold springs in- 
terfere with the work of the insects

be made. When the matrix is placed 
iu the casting box the molten stereo- 
type metal is poured in. and within a 
very few 
minutes

ing box by the pouring of cold water 
into the jacket, are locked on the cyl- 
inders of the gigantic duodecuple 
press and ready to whirl off over 100 
copies of a paper per second, all print- 
ed, pasted, folded and counted. 


Midnight in the offices of the Ad- 


vance on the night that Judge Bartel- 
my's photograph was taken with $10,- 
'000 of bribe money ia his hands found 
the staff of the paper in all depart- 
ments working as probably they had 
never worked before, except on elec- 
tion night.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark xvi, 1-8. 


Memory Verses, 6, 7—Golden Text, 
Rev. i, 18—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
Having the option of a review or a 


resurrection 
lesson, we choose the 


Easter lesson, as there is nothing so 
"grand'as His resurrection, by which 
He was declared to be .the Son of God, 
with.power and without which preach- 
ing and faith are vain and no one ever 
has been or can be saved. The resur- 
rection, however, must Include all of 
His earthly life that preceded His 
death. His life as the Son of Mary, 
the seed of David according to the 
flesh. Matt, i gives the royal line of 
David's descendants through Solomon 
to Joseph, who became the husband 
of Mary, while Luke III gives David's 
descendants through Nathan to Hell, 
whose son-in-law Joseph became by 
his marriage to-Mary, and thus Jesus 
became heir to David's throne. 


The quarter's lessons might be out- 


lined as, first, the genealogy and birth 
of the King; second, the visit of the 
Magi and the flight of Joseph and 
Mary to Egypt and their return to 
Nazareth; third, the herald of the 
King and the declaration of-the Father 
concerning Him; fourth, the King's 
victory over the great adversary. His 
testimony and the calling of some dis- 
ciples; fifth to seventh, the laws of 
the kingdom: eighth and ninth, some 
samples of the nature of the kingdom. 


Now, 
as the kingdom was postponed 


by the rejection and murder of the 
King we in this age must know the 
power of His resurrection if we would 
•walk worthy of Him and manifest His 
life hi these mortal bodies. The res- 
urrection of the Messiah was plainly 
foretold in Ps. xvi and xxii, Isa. liii 
and elsewhere. 
It -was wondrously 


foreshown in Isaac being given back 
to Abraham from the dead in a figure 
(Heb. xi, 17-19). In His teaching the 
Lord Jesus Himself many times spoke 
plainly of His death and resurrection, 
and the great truth of Christianity is 
that we have at the right hand of the 
Father ha heaven a risen living Christ, 
truly a Man and truly God. in whom 
alone is salvation, the only Judge of 
all mankind and the only One who can 
set up a kingdom of righteousness on 
the earth. 


The most horrible thing that ever 


happened on this earth and that which 
shows the desperately wicked nature 
of the human heart was the cruel mur- 
der of the Son of God. but God raised 
Him from the dead and gave Him 
glory and will yet give Him dominion 
over all the earth, and His redeemed 
shall share the kingdom with Him. 


His disciples never received His 


words that He was to be crucified and 
rise from the dead the third day (Matt, 
xx. 17-19). but some of His enemies 
remembered them (Matt, xxvii. G2. 63) 
His mother and some of the other wo- 
men who ministered to Him remained 
by His cross to the last, and some of 
them after His body was buried re- 
turned and prepared spices and oint- 
ments and rested the Sabbath day ac- 
cording to the commandment, intend- 
ing on the first day to bring the spices 
and anoint His body (Luke xxiii. 55. 
56; xxiv, 1). When they come to the 
tomb on the first day morning early 
they find the stone rolled away; they 
Bee an angel, who tells them that He 
is risen and that they must -go quickly 
and tell His disciples. 
When Mary 


Magdalene saw the stone rolled away 
she ran to tell Peter and John, who 
ran to the sepulcher and saw for them- 
selves and returned, but Mary remain- 
ed near the sepulcher, weeping, till 
Jesus Himself, whom she thought at 
first to be the gardener, spoke to her 
and called her by name. 
When she 


and the other women told the disci- 
ples that He was risen from the dead 
they believed not. and some thought It 
an idle tale (verses 11, 13, 14; Luke 
xxiv, 11), giving Him occasion to up- 
braid them with their unbelief and 
hardness of heart- Many who now are 
told that the same Jesus Is coming 
again think it an idle tale and believe 
not not knowing the Scriptures nor 
the power of ,God and perhaps forget- 
ting that Jesus said. "O fools and slow 
of heart to believe all that the proph- 
ets have spoken" (Luke xxiv. 25). The 
angels believe and desire to look more 
fully into these things (verses 5-7; I 
Pet. i, 12). Dr. Scofield gives in the 
margin of verse G this rendering: 
"Jesus ye seek—the Nazarene. the' cru- 
cified. 
He arose. 
He is not here." 


He also gives in his notes on Matt 
xxvili the order of the events of that 
morning and also the order of the dif- 
ferent appearances during those forty 
days. 
Note in verse 7 of our lesson 


how Peter is mentioned by name, the 
true disciple who had treated Him the 
worst, denying with oaths that he 
knew nim. How true It is that weak- 
est lambs have largest share of this 
tender Shepherd's care! However weak 
and unworthy you may be, remember 
that "having loved His own He lovocl 
them uuto the end" (John xiii. 1). 


A mere knowledge of the facts of 


His life and death and resurrection 
will benefit us nothing unless, know- 
ing these tliinps. we truly receive Him 
as our own personal Saviour and place 
our whole trust as lost people In thc- 
cfflcacy of Ills great sacrifice. 
Then 


lac joy of being redeemed will lead 
us to obey with gladness His com- 
mand In verse 15, counting upon a ful- 
fillment of verse 20. 
Our daily life 


will bo "serving the living and true 
God" and our attitude "waiting for His 
• Son from heaven" (I Tbess. \, 9, 10).
